He 
said the corn has to be harvested, 
converted to feed, and then fed 
to the animals. 

“The corn crop will be felt in 
hogs in the spring, but it will be 
next fall before you'll see the re- 
sults in cattle,” Specht said.

TOWERS IN COUNTY 
RAZED FOR SCRAP 


Baumgartner Road Landmarks 
Pulled Down — New 
Station in Illinois. 


The last of two 300-foot radio 
antenna towers that were land- 
marks on Baumgartner road in St. 
Louis county came crashing to 
earth yesterday to be cut up into 
scrap by the General Wrecking 
Contractors, 3304 Chouteau ave- 
nue. 

Workmen climbed up the steel 
tower and fastened a cable to a 
crossbeam near the top. Then 
an acetylene torch was used to cut 
part way through the steel legs at 
the base. The loose end of the 
cable was fastened to a truck, 
which pulled the tower over. The 
same procedure was used last 
week in pulling down the first 
tower. 

Harry Harvey, chief engineer of 
Radio Station KMOX, which used 
the towers for 17 years, said they 
have been out of use since April 
7, 1947, when the station set up a 
new transmitting station at Stall- 
ings, seven miles east of Granite 
City.

Under the present individual 
handling system, she said, dealers 
are forced to pay premiums to keep 
their producers during slack sea- 
sons. With a mi marketing pool 
that would establish uniform 
prices to all producers, this would 
not be the case, she said. 

Mrs. Kerber admitted, under 
questioning by representatives of 
the Sanitary Milk Producers and 
co-operatives of dairy farmers, 
that in the event of a surplus of 
milk on the St. Louis market it 
may be desirable at some future 
date to revert to the individual 
handler system that is now in 
effect. 

“I don’t think the farmers need 
to fear a surplus of milk on the 
St. Louis market,” she said, “be- 
cause of the proposed ice cream 
ordinance now before the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen.” This ordi- 
nance would require all ice cream 
manufacturers to use Grade A 
milk in their product. “This 
would tend to stabilize the mar- 
ket,” Mrs. Kerber said. 

Iee Cream Ordinance. 

In answer to a question from J. 
P. Mason, director of dairy mar- 
keting, IIlinois Agriculture Asso- 


ciation, she said ‘it is not true”

‘MESSIAH’ WAITS 
AT RIVERFRONT TO 
BAPTIZE ‘SINNERS’ 


Prefers to Perform Ritual 
Only in Waters of the 
Mississippi.

The “Rev.” G. H. West, a Negro 
who calls himself the “Messiah of 
the Living God,” waited patiently 
today on the shore of the Missis- 
sippi river at the foot of Market 
street for “sinners in need of 
baptism.” It was his finale of a 
five-day stand at the location. 

West, who says he was “called” 
to the role of Messiah more than 
30 years ago when he formed the 
one-man church he now heads, 
the Church of the Living God, 
dresses in a white tunic resem- 
bling a Hindu dhoti, with a white 
“gospel” cap adornnig his head. 
In his right hand he carries a 
wooden cross which he places on 
the river bank when baptising a 
convert, 

The sacraméntal ritual, which

he prefers to perform only in wa- 


ters of the Mississippi, takes only 
a few moments. After leading 
the subject out about waist deep, 
West dunks the convert’s head be- 
low the water and “places him on 
the right road.” Most of his prac- 
tice so far has been limited to 
residents of Market street’s Skid 
Row, who occasionally emerge 
from the water and solicit small 
change from bystanders. Mean- 
time, West wrings out and dries 
the new member’s wet clothing. 

West, who says he has been 
“called to go to all nations to bless 
and save,” said he has confined 
himself to cities and towns along 
the Mississippi because “the water 
is better.” Two years ago, he 
waited patiently near Eads Bridge 
for about a week for “sinners in 
need.” None came. 


155 ILLINOIS TRAFFIC DEATHS 


A total of 21 changes in the 
text of the proposed new city 
zoning ordinance, to strengthen 
enforcement and clarify its pro- 
viisons, have been recommended 
in an opinion given the City Plan 
Commission by City Counselor 
George L. Stemmler. 

Most of the changes recom- 
mended are in wording of the pro- 
Posed law, which was drafted by 
a special sub-committee of the 
City Plan Commission to replace 
the present 23-year-old zoning 
code, 

The opinion, made public by 
Joseph A. McClain, commission 
chairman, recommended that a 
clause be added to the measure 
to authorize the City Counselor 
to file suit for an injunction to 
restrain any violation of the zoning 
ordinance. This clause also would 
recognize the right of any prop- 
erty owner in any district, whose 
rights might be affected by any 
9 ot the proposed law, to 
ring suit to protect his pr 
rights, witness 

At the present time, violators of 
the city’s zoning law are subject 
only to prosecution in the city’s 
police courts. 

“The question of injunction re- 
lief, both by the city and by prop- 
erty owners, has been raised in 
many states,” the, City Counselor’s 
opinion stated. “The Supreme 
Court of Missouri has upheld the 
right of injunction where a prop- 
erty owner suffers injury and 
does not make his relief dependent 
upon the public authorities to en- 
force the ordinance and prevent 
its violation. The right of-the city 
to proceed by injunction, rather 
tan through its city court penal 
powers, is being questioned in a 
case now pending before the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court.” 

As to off-street parking and 
loading requirements, which would 
be required by the new ordinance 
for larger retail stores, the opin- 
ion said, “It can only be assumed 
that these requirements constitute 
valid regulations under the zoning 
power. Their validity should not 
be questioned in the absence of 
any court opinion to the contrary.” 

Public hearings by the City Plan 
Commission are not required, the 
opinion held, in view of the fact 
that such hearings would be held 
by the Board of Aldermen before 
the measure was enacted. McClain 
said the Plan Commission will 
meet Sept. 30 to discuss the meas- 
ure, in view of the City Counselor's 
opinion.

Deplorable School Conditions 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Board of Education’s acceptance 
of $100 for cars with a trade-in . 
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Gov. Dewey's central theme is national unity 
and here, of course, he is reminding the. coun- 
try that the Democratic party, once held to- 
gether by the power and brilliance of the Roose- 
velt personality, has fallen apart. Henry Wal- 
lace and his followers have broken away to form 
an extreme left wing, and in the South a right 
wing has been formed by the Dixiecrats on the 
issue of civil fights. The center is badly dis- 
organized and suffers from defeatism. 

Since all the polls indicate an easy Dewey 
victory, the Republican candidate radiates con- 
fidence. The political facts of life make it pos- 
sible for him to reverse the usual roles of Presi- 
dent and presidential-aspirant. Mr. Truman, 
though he occupies the White House, has ac- 
cepted the role of underdog, as his speeches at 
Detroit, Dexter and Denver show. The Gover- 
nor of New York is able to speak with the calm- 
ness, serenity and inspirational lift usually re- 
served for Presidents in office. 

* * * 

Mr. Truman appears to be making a mistake. 
He is transparently making bids for large sec- 
tions of voters—labor at Detroit, farmers at 


Dexter, conservationists in the West—by re- 


minding them of past favors granted and prom- 
ises of future ones. He is not speaking to the 
nation as a whole, as a President should. His 
remark before leaving Washington that he was 
going to “give em hell,” as well as the texts of 
his speeches, show he is operating on the basis 
of a narrow partisanship rather than broad 
nationalism. 

We believe the American people have a ven- 
eration for the office of President and a very 
strong sense of its dignity and that, therefore, 
Mr. Truman is making a bad impression. There 
was more than a touch of demagogy in his De- 
troit speech and it is observable in his other 
addresses. It was rather pitiful to hear him ape 
Henry Wallace by denouncing Wall Street, when 
any of his advisers might have reminded him 
that some of the top men in his Administration 
come from exactly that place. Among them are 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal, Under Secretary 
of State Lovett, President McCloy of the World 
Bank, Under Secretary of the Army Draper, 
Chairman Martin of the Export-Import Bank, 
Assistant Secretary of State Saltzman and Am- 
bassador Harriman. 

Gov. Dewey, confronted with such amateur- 
ishness, is not likely to lose his head as he did 
in 1944, after Mr. Roosevelt’s masterful speech 
to the teamsters’ union. That speech upset the 
youthful New Yorker, and he began to swing 
wildly and ineffectively. In 1948, with the odds 
in his favor and four maturing years behind 
him, he can relax and let Mr. Truman make the 
mistakes, and that is obviously his plan. 


Of course, the Des Moines speech, while an 
excellent curtain-raiser, needs to be imple- 


. mented. The ornate phrases of inspirational 


oratory will have to be followed by tangible ap- 
proaches to the country’s pressing problem. The 
Governor mentioned some of them—world un- 
rest, inflation, housing and civil rights. The 
public has a right to know what steps he will 
take to deal with these and other questions. 

0 * * * 


Plainly, Mr. Dewey will take a strong anti- 
Russian stand. In one of the most moving pas- 
sages at Des Moines, he went so far as to call 
the names of Jan Masaryk and other individuals 
who have suffered from Soviet tyranny. But the 
present Administration has taken a strong Rus- 
sian stand, too—in fact has created the Truman 
doctrine—and yet the world is gripped by inse- 
curity and downright fear. There is no magic 
wand at Gov. Dewey’s hand to dispel this 
ghastly atmosphere. 

When it comes to inflation, housing and civil 
rights, the Republican candidate is confronted 
with the difficulty of the Eightieth Congress. 
That Congress, if it is not deserving of some of 
Mr. Truman’s harsher epithets, has a lot to an- 
swer for. Gov. Dewey cannot repudiate it, nor 
do we see how he can defend it. He is going 
to have to walk a tightrope for fear of alienating 
men and forces that he will have to deal with if 
elected. Can he maintain his balance and, at 
the same time, give the country reason to hope 
that he has better answers than the present 
Administration? 

In any case, the Governor is off to a good 
general start. He gives the impression of calm, 
competent leadership, of a different Dewey from 
the candidate of 1944. It remains to be seen 
how he intends to back up that impression as he 
meets the issues one by one. The public should 
keep in mind the simple fact that there is a vast 
difference between the glib phrase-making of a 
campaign and the difficult tasks of running the 
United States Government. 


Prod to Racial Progress 

It may be impatient of the Southern Regional 
Council to say to its fellow-Southerners that the 
time is past for “slow, evolutionary improve- 
ment” of racial relations. The question is how 
much speed the council wants—for the problem 
will not be solved in a day—and how slowly

Dewey has been quoted as saying, “I don’t think 
there is so much point in removing the tax.”

A Brash\Arab Move. 


The scheme of the Arab League to set up a | 


separate goyernment in Palestine should get the 


coldest of cold receptions. It should be ignored | 


because, as things stand now, it does not mean 
anything; and any effort to give it genuine 


‘meaning could only lead to more trouble. 


Before the resort to arms in the Holy Land, 
Azzam Pasha, the secretary-general of the Arab 
League, was one of the toughest talkers to be 
heard anywhere—with the possible exception of 
Russia. But once the British gave up their 
mandate and bullets began to fly, it was another 
story. The vaunted offensive of the Arab League 
fell flat. The League could not defeat the Israelis, 
let alone anybody else. 

So by the most primitive test—that of being 
able to back up words with a minimum of force 
—the League has failed in its pretensions. In- 
deed, there is reason to suspect that it wants 
the new Arab state of Palestine as the base for 
at least a little of the power it now lacks. 

But it is even more obvious that any power 
so gained would be used only to shore up the 
pretensions of the Mufti of Jerusalem who is at 
once the most inflammatory and the most de- 
spicable figure in the Middle East. Nothing 
should be sanctioned that would increase his in- 
fluence one iota. 

As a matter of fact, the League’s move is not 
likely to get very far since King Abdullah of 
Transjordan is dead set against it. And with 
his Legion, he is the only Arab princeling who 
has shown any miiltary power. Iraq also is 
against the new government. 

Of the remaining five Arab states, Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia are perhaps the strongest. But 
the Egyptian bluster has been thoroughly de- 
flated by now, and King Ibn Saud seems to be 
much more interested in the oil business than 
in fighting. Why should the United Nations 
pick up the pieces for these elements? 

Only the new state of Israel and, to a lesser 
extent, Transjordan have shown any capacity 
for rule in Palestine. Having brought the indus- 
trial revolution to the country and having made 
it flow with milk and honey, the Jews also have 
demonstrated their ability to defend it against 
their neighbors. They have backed up their 
moral claims with physical strength. And they 
have been recognized by the United States, Rus- 
sia and other nations. They certainly should not 
be deprived of anything they have gained. 

The UN partition of Palestine, of course, does 
leave the status of part of the country in doubt. 
Abdullah would like to settle this by refusing 
to recognize the partition and claiming all of 
Palestine, the section assigned to the Jews as 
well as that marked off for the Arabs. That 
he should be granted so much is out of the ques- 
tion, especially since it is probable that the 
Israelis might well prove to be more helpful 
governors of the Palestinian Arabs than the 
Arabs themselves. 

Perhaps that question cannot be settled imme- 
diately. But this much is certain: The inde- 
pendence of the new Israel should be pre- 
served, and it should not be endangered by the 
creation of a troublesome new -Arab state which 
would be the creature not of statesmen and sol- 
diers, but of windbags and agitators.

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A Little Fiscal Caution 

Municipal revenues of St. Louis rose $600,000 
in the first five months of the current fiscal 
year but expenses climbed $1,900,000. The earn- 
ings tax went into effect in September, the sixth 
month. Expenses continue to rise so rapidly, 
however, that Comptroller Nolte and Budget 
Director Schubkegel believe the city will remain 
in red ink despite this large new soprce of reve- 
nue. They anticipate a $4,917,000 deficit next 
April 1, putting the city nearly $3,500,000 deeper 
in the hole than it was last April. 

The Board of Aldermen will be urged to 
adopt a more cheerful estimate. Well-organized 
interests are pushing for the Novack bills to re- 
peal the emergency 5 per cent tax on theater 
admissions, to reduce the sports tax from 5 per 
cent to 3, and to cut back the cigarette tax from 
3 cents to 2. They argue that the earnings tax 
ended the need for these nuisance“ taxes. 

The board would be ill advised, however, to 
yield to these pressures. The sound fiscal policy 
for this boom period is to put the city in black 
ink as soon as possible, hoping it will come 
faster than expectations, but keeping every pres- 
ent tax source in readiness to cope with possible 
setbacks. :

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Still More Nurses Needed 

There were about six times as many applicants 
as could be accommodated in the two classes in 
practical nursing which were started yesterday 
by the Board of Education and the Council on 
Community Nursing. A total of 50 was en- 
rolled, 25 at Hadley Technical High School and 
25 at Turner School. 

In view of the desperate shortage of nurses, 
this is not enough, and it is to be hoped that 
facilities will be enlarged as quickly as possible 
at the two schools as well as at City and Homer 
G. Phillips hospitals to which the adult students 


will move after their first eight weeks of in- - 


struction. It should be possible to work out a 


schedule which would permit the starting of a 


number of these one-year courses in each aca- 
demic year. 

While the practical nurse cannot be regarded 
as a substitute for the registered nurse in spe- 
cialized fields, doctors and hospital administra- 
tors have pointed out that she can release 


more qualified sister for these while herself at- 
tending to the more simple duties of bedside .

The Harry L. Hopkins memoirs, which 
Robert Sherwood edited for Collier’s maga- 
zine and which will appear in book form 
this fall have provided information and in- 
sight into the background of current 
Soviet-American tensions. 


Their greatest value is that they help to 
show why and wherein war and postwar 
arrangements, which looked so firm and 
fine at the time, went awry so quickly 
when these arrangements began to be ap- 
plied in practice.

his last meetings with Stalin at Moscow. 
It came at the end of Mr. Hopkins’ final 
arrangement with Stalin on the basis of 
which the San Francisco conference to 
write the United Nations Charter was 
saved from collapse. 


Would Have Vetoed Discussion 


The issue which Mr. Hopkins then was 
negotiating was, in Mr. Sherwood’s words, 
“whether the Soviet Union could prevent 
even discussion of any issue by means of 
its veto.” Mr. Hopkins finally persuaded 
Stalin to yield the veto on this point so 
that no power could, as Russia had long 
demanded, prevent a dispute from even 
being brought before the UN Security 
Council. 

It was on the basis of all this experience 
that Mr. Hopkins finally wrote, as record-

Mr. Hopkins is not the first one to see 
the underlying barrier.

expansion of human liberty. 


“Free” vs. “Friendly” Poland 


Mr. Hopkins saw at first hand how this 
great gulf between the Soviet and West- 
ern concepts beguiled the negotiations over 
Poland. America and Britain were asking 
for a representative government resting 
upon free and unfettered elections. Russia 
said all it wanted was a “strong” and 
“friendly” Polish Government. 


Stalin told Mr. Hopkins that “there was 
no intention to interfere in Poland’s in- 
ternal affairs, that Poland would live un- 
der the parliamentary system which is like 
Czechoslovakia. .. .” Well, it proved to be 
—just like Czechoslovakia, 


Mr. Hopkins told Stalin that when the 
United States was talking about a repre- 
sentative Polish Government based on free 
and unfettered elections, it meant that 
such a government must guarantee free- 
dom of speech, press, assembly, and wor- 
ship, the right of public trial, habeas 
corpus, and other basic human liberties. 
He records that Stalin replied these rights 
“would find no objection on the part of the 
Soviet Government.” 

Free and unfettered elections were not 
held in Poland; a representative govern- 
ment was not permitted in Poland; the 
human freedoms on which democracy rests 
are not allowed in Poland. Stalin asked 
only for a “friendly” government in Po-

Balance of Power. 


The chairmen exert a powerful 
influence over the machinery of 
the Senate. They can block leg- 
islation or push it through at high 
speed if they so desire. 

This, however, is about the ex- 
tent of the advantage. Party dis- 
ciplinarians cannot enforce party 
regularity in the Senate in behalf 
of a program. When the word 
control is used in that sense, as 
it often is by pressure groups 
anxious to have a Republican ad- 
ministration go down the line for 
their own highly specialized ob- 
jectives, it is simply a fiction. 

It is when the margin between 
the parties is narrowest that the 
independents exert their greatest 
influence. What that means for 
the Senate that will sit in January 
is not hard to foresee. 

A more or less coherent group 
of Republican independents have 
on numerous occasions defied 
party regularity to vote with the 
opposition. This group includes 
Senators Wayne Morse of Oregon, 
George D. Aiken of Vermont, 
Charles W. Tobey of New Hamp- 
shire and William Langer of North 
Dakota.

HERE are just as many u. 
T truths told about food as ar 

told about other things. We 
hear them in early life from home 
folks or other misinformed people 
in whom ‘we have faith. For ex- 
ample, one tale is that we'll be 
poisoned if we drink milk when 
we eat fish at the same meal. 

We continue believing it until 
we run into someone who can 
speak ‘with authority and who 
points out that we really have 
had proof all along that this is a 
fallacy. We should know that 
milk and fish are entirely com- 
patible because we have seen or 
heard of people eating oyster and 
lobster stew, fish chowders, 
creamed salmon and we've never 
heard of any of them having ill 
effects afterward. 

Another fallacy that still seems 
widespread is that milk makes one 
fat. Thousands of women who 
reduce skip milk entirely. Any 
adult, reducing or not, needs at 
least a pint daily. This amount 
adds about 335 calories which is 
only about one-seventh of the 
adult woman’s daily need. A pint 
of milk provides three-fourths of 
her daily need of calcium and 
about one-half of the needed phos- 
phorus, besides significant amounts 
of several vitamins. On very 
strict reducing diets, skimmed 
milk certainly could be used. It 
contains only half the calories of 
whole milk and about the same 
amount of the B vitamins and 
calcium and phosphorus. How- 
ever, skimmed milk contains very 
little vitamin A, since this nutrient 
is found in the cream only.

ADOPTED CHILDREN should be told early in their asso- 
ciation with their new parents that they were chosen to be 
their son or daughter. Beydnd that bare fact, little else need 
be said. When they are old enough to ask questions about 
their birth, they are usually stable enough, secure enough in 
their home relationships, to be told such details as seem 
necessary. 

Then there are children who never saw their own fathers 
because they were killed in the war. Their mothers remarried 
and the child has a new father. It is always best to let the 
child know this even when he has been given his new father’s 
mame. Too many people know his history to keep the secret 


safe. 
. 

FOR SUCH CHILDREN some token of their father’s being 
should be about their room—a picture of him, some personal 
belonging, so that the child learns, almost unconsciously, that 
he had a father other than the one he knows. This saves him 
from unnecessary shock and allows him to stand on firm 
ground in family relationships. 

And the children whose father is in jail. If that can be 
kept from them it is better so but there is usually scant pos- 
sibility of hiding the fact. In any case, it is not to be told them 
until they are old enough to understand the situation and to 
find comfort and strength in other sources. Such children need 
acutely the friendly help of understanding men who, to the 
Gegree in their power, replace the fatherly care they miss 
otherwise. Life spares nobody, not even children, but we can 
with loving sympathy and understanding spare them some 
things.

“Patriotism Is the Last Refuge of 
a Scoundrel.” 


HE correspondent who asks 
T tox the origin of this line, 

“Patriotism is the last refuge 
of a scoundrel,” asks also what 
it means. 

This is a quotation of Samuel 
Johnson, who is remembered no 
less for his sharp tongue than 
for his contribution to 18th cen- 
tury English literature. The words 
were not intended, of course, to 
be taken literally, the allusion to 
“patriotism” being the same as 
today when one speaks of “flag- 
waving” — implying an ulterior 
motive. 

Perhaps the best explanation of 
Dr. Johnson’s apparently cynical 
expression is in the words of his 
celebrated biographer, James Bos- 
well. In his famous “Life of 
Samuel Johnson,” Boswell notes 
that on Friday, the 7th of April, 
1775, he dined with Johnson at a 
tavern, “with a numerous com- 
pany.” 

Boswell continues: “Patriotism 
having become one of our topics, 
Johnson suddenly uttered, in a 
— — determined tone, an apoph- 
th at which many will start: 
‘Patriotism is the last refuge of 
a scoundrel. But let it be con- 
sidered that he did not mean a 
real and generous love of our 
country, but that pretended pat- 
riotism which so many, in all 
ages and countries, have made a 
cloak for self-interest.’ ”
